flfo Puce to Lay His Head 

Jn Matthew 8:19-20 we read these words: 

“A certain scribe came, and said unto Him, Master, I 
will follow Thee whithersoever Thou goest. Jesus saith 
unto him, The foxes have holes, and the birds of the air 
have nests; but the Son of man hath not where to lay His 
head. ” 

How ridiculous to think that the very incarnate Lord of Glory 
was talking only about not having a place to live or sleep while 
walking this earth. This was certainly true, He had no place He 
could call His own, but we must constantly keep in mind that “The 
testimony of Jesus is the spirit of prophecy ” (Rev. 19:10). 
Therefore every word which He spoke can be distilled into pro¬ 
phetic patterns to show truths for future ages and generations. 
Think not that Jesus wasted His time just talking about the physi¬ 
cal conditions in which He found Himself. He was using these 
incidents and circumstances to portray something far more vast 
and important than that which first meets the eye. Let us look and 
BEHOLD the footprints of the majestic Son of God. 

In Matthew 8:16 we notice that it says when even was come 
“...they brought unto Him many that were possessed with dev¬ 
ils; and He cast out the spirits with His word, and healed all 
that were sick. ” WHY does it mention that this occurred in the 
evening? Just to fill in space? Is it not to show that Jesus was 
picturing things that would happen at the close (evening) of this 
age when His Body would be ministering in power and doing the 
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works that He did? 

In verse 18, we read that Jesus gave commandment to the 
disciples to “depart unto the other side.” Even so is the Body of 
Christ to depart unto the other side (heaven) after finishing the 
work that has been given to it for this end time. It is in THIS 
SETTING that we have the words of the Scripture with which we 
began. It was a certain scribe who said to Jesus, “I will follow 
Thee whithersoever Thou goest. ” The scribes were the scholars 
and teachers of that day, comparable to the theologians and minis¬ 
ters of our day. Thus we see portrayed in this end time those who 
are asking what is required to follow the Lord all the way. In 
Jesus' cryptic answer is couched the enigma that He saw would 
prevail in this end time. WHAT did He see? “The foxes have 
holes,” said He. In Ezekiel 13:4 we read: “O Israel, thy proph¬ 
ets are like the foxes in the deserts. ” Also in Luke 13:32 Jesus 
refers to Herod as “that fox.” Thus we see that Jesus was refer¬ 
ring to certain kinds of humans when He used the term “fox.” If 
you will read Ezekiel 13 you will see that the Lord was rebuking 
the prophets of Israel because they were speaking out of their own 
hearts and following their own foolish spirits. Of them He says, 
“Ye have not gone up into the gaps (breaches), neither made 
up the hedge (wall) for the house of Israel to stand in the battle 
in the day of the Lord” (Ezek. 13:5). Thus He is describing a 
type of religious leader or preacher that is interested only in his 
own ways and seeking to promote that which serves his own inter¬ 
ests. 


“The foxes have holes (lairs)” said He. The LAIRS are the 
modern denominational systems which have become the holds and 
strongholds of those who, like foxes, have made a place for them¬ 
selves to “lie down” in to promote their own welfare and security. 
And with them they hold captive the people of God to the traditions 
and customs of their particular approach to God. These, in turn, 
are not willing to follow the Lord to the point where their primary 
concern is not where THEY are going to find a “lair for security,” 
but rather in finding a place for the LORD to lay His head. The 
above is not meant to be an indictment against the many sincere 
and conscientious ministers who are doing the best they know how 



with the understanding they have. But it is an apt description of 
the religious systems and the many who know what the score is, 
but who refuse to “forsake all” to follow Him. 

Jesus could have used some other term of expression to de¬ 
note His lack of an abiding place on the earth. But again, every 
word was designed to portray truth. He does not in these days 
have a place to LAY HIS HEAD. The Bible teaches that the 
church is the BODY of Christ, and that He is the HEAD of the 
Body (Eph. 1:22-23, 4:15). “Laying down His head” denotes a 
place (or people) where His ITEADship is the primary concern. In 
other words, the Lord portrays that time when many scribes, teach¬ 
ers, etc. would come with feigned words about following Him all 
the way, and yet refuse to recognize HIS HEADSHIP OVER HIS 
CHURCH. The Lord has no people in this day who are willing to 
let Him “lay His Head” down to where He is in complete charge 
of everything that is done in His Body, and where everything is 
directed by Him through the Holy Spirit. But NOW has the day 
dawned for this people to come into being. The beginning stages 
are evident in many places. 

Jesus also said “the birds of the air have nests.” He was 
picturing those conditions which would prevail in the end time when 
the religious systems would become like that described in Revela¬ 
tion 18:2, 

“Babylon the great is fallen, is fallen, and is becom¬ 
ing the habitation of devils, and the hold of every foul 
spirit, and a cage of every unclean and hateful bird.” 

Thus every kind of religious “bird” can find a roost somewhere in 
the religious systems of today, but the Son of Man has no place to 
lay His head; for His Headship is not welcomed or sought for by 
the religious leaders of today. 

Immediately following the words we have just been dealing 
with, we find in Matthew 8:21 that another disciple said to Jesus, 

“Lord, suffer me first to go and bury my father. But 
Jesus said unto him, Follow Me; and let the dead bury 
their dead.” 
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The Berkeley version renders this passage, “Leave the dead 
to bury their own dead.” Again Jesus was using a contemporary 
situation to portray a prophetic truth. When the disciple said that 
he wanted to go and bury his father, he did not mean that his father 
had already died. This was merely a way of saying, let me stay 
with my father and take care of him until he dies, and then I will 
follow you. Jesus said in effect, “Let the spiritually dead take care 
of their own, you follow Me NOW.” Letting His words be the 
spirit of prophecy for our day we can see that there are those who 
say they want to follow the Lord, but first they want to remain with 
the spiritually dying denominations which have fathered them until 
they feel their usefulness there has been completed. But Jesus is 
saying, let the spiritually dead take care of the spiritually dying 
denominations, YOU FOLLOW ME. He wants us to leave that 
which is dying and forsake all to follow Him.

the Giit a m Tim Pimi: 

O ne time I asked a Bible study group in the church where I 
ministered if they knew the difference between a “gift” and 
a “prize.” The majority were immediately certain that they knew. 

I had them turn in their Bibles to Romans 6:23 where it speaks of 
the “gift” of God which is eternal life, and then Philippians 3:14 
where we read of the “prize” of the high calling. Then I asked if 
they thought the two passages were referring to the same thing. 
They looked a little puzzled. Evidently such a thought had never 
occurred to most of them. Why should it? Most Christians have 
read the Bible so long through rose-colored glasses of traditional 
theology, that it is difficult for them to take the simple meaning of 
words and apply them correctly. 

In II Timothy 2:15, Paul admonishes us to “study to show 
thyself approved unto God, a workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the word of truth.” But how does one 
“rightly divide” the Word of Truth? The Greek word orthotomeo 
means ‘to cut straight’ (divide), and as Paul is speaking of a good 
workman, he must be thinking of some work in which the workman's 
skill consists in cutting straight; perhaps his own trade, in which it 
was all important to cut the pieces straight that were afterwards to 
be joined together to make a tent. To “rightly divide the word of 
Truth” means, at least in part, to properly “cut straight,” divide or 
distinguish between the various portions of Divine Truth that 
they might be fit together into one harmonious whole. 

Does it make sense to call salvation, or eternal life, both a gift 
and a prize ? Does it not make better sense to “rightly divide” the 
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two, and by diligent study, show by many Scriptures that there is a 
“prize” to be won as well as a “gift” to be received ? And thus 
instead of making God's Word contradict itself, fit each portion of 
truth into its proper place in the Divine scheme of things and 
produce one harmonious whole. 

If we are to “rightly divide” the word of Truth, we must distin¬ 
guish between salvation, as such, which is the gift of God, and the 
“high calling” which is something to be attained to. This is brought 
out by Paul in I Corinthians 9:24, where he uses the same Greek 
word translated “prize” as we find in Philippians 3:14. He shows 
it to be like the prize won in the games or athletic contests of the 
time. “Knowye not that they which run a race run all, hut one 
receiveth the prize ? So run, that ye may obtain. ” In the same 
chapter, Paul indicates his own apprehension of failure to obtain 
this prize: 

“I therefore so run, not as uncertainly; so fight I, not 
as one beating the air: but I keep under my body, and 
bring it into subjection, lest that by any means when I 
have preached to others, I myself should be a castaway. ” 

I Corinthians 9:26-27 

How different are these words than those of the Apostle which we 
read in II Timothy 1:12: 

“For I know Whom I have believed, and am persuaded 
that He is able to keep that which I have committed unto 
Him against that day.” 

In one instance we have apprehension and in the other certitude. 
Should we not “rightly divide” these Scriptures and realize that in 
the latter words Paul was speaking of his certainty of salvation 
(eternal life), whereas in the former he realizes there is something 
else which he had not yet attained, and which would require all the 
energies and devotion of his life. Hear his words: 

“...if by any means I may attain unto the resurrection 
from (out from among) the dead. Not that I have already 
obtained, or am already made perfect: but I press on, if 
so be that I may lay hold on that for which also I was 
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laid hold on by Christ Jesus. Brethren, I count not my¬ 
self yet to have laid hold: but one thing I do, forgetting 
the things which are behind, and stretching forward to 
the things which are before, 1 press on toward the goal 
unto the prize of the high calling of God in Christ Jesus. ” 

Philippians 3:11-14 

The prize which Paul is so eager to attain is referred to in the 
above passage as the “high calling .” The Greek word translated 
“high” may also be translated “above” or “upwards.” Thus the 
“high calling” is a summons or invitation to come up higher. This is 
in harmony with the statement in Hebrews 3:1: “Wherefore, holy 
brethren, partakers of the heavenly culling. ” It is a call or 
summons to attain to the glories of heaven itself. All of us who 
have been saved are partakers of (associates in) this heavenly 
calling. But - we must “give diligence to make our calling and 
election sure” (II Pet. 1:10). Certainly this is not the same as the 
GIFT of eternal life which is now the present possession of every 
bom again Christian. The distinction is made clear in II Timothy 
1:9 where Paul speaks of God Who “saved us, and called us with 
a holy calling.” The two ideas would not be separated by the 
conjunction “and” if they were one and the same. Paul, in Ro¬ 
mans 11:29, speaks of the gifts and the callings of God, indicating 
that they are not the same. 

NOW the picture comes into focus. Obviously, if “heaven” is 
a PRIZE to be won, then the GIFT of eternal life must provide only 
for restored life on the same plane on which it was lost - the 
EARTHLY! Adam was on earth, not in heaven, when he forfeited 
deathless life. The PRIZE involves being “joint heirs” with Christ 
and Flis own (heavenly) realm, to rule and reign with Him over the 
earth (Rom. 8:17; Rev. 5:10, 20:6). Those who fail to make this 
“calling” must come back to earth in the coming Kingdom age to 
live in deathless physical bodies. The fact that many saved ones 
are wSjrfthat realm called “paradise” in no way indicates that they 
will be a part of that coming “Heavenly Kingdom” as “co-heirs 
and co-rulers” with Christ. Paradise is an intermediate state of 
bliss for departed souls who have been saved, but it is in no way 
synonymous with the glories of the coming Kingdom of Christ where 
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those who have overcome will rule and reign with Him. Resur¬ 
rected life back to this earth is to be the lot of many saved ones 
until they have fully entered into all that has been ordained for 
them. Then at some future date they shall be translated into the 
Heavenly realms, and they will operate no longer in a physical but 
in a glorified body. 

We have seen from three different Scriptures that the PRIZE 
is a high calling, a holy calling and a heavenly calling. Let us 
examine these thoughts a little further. We know that the word 
“high” indicates that which is lofty or elevated. Thus, in type, the 
high calling would be symbolized by the top or summit of a moun¬ 
tain which rises above the ground level. Moses, on the top of 
Mount Sinai, would typify the high calling. The word “high” also 
means ‘difficultto comprehend,’ ‘ofa great price,’ or ‘greaterprice 
than usual.’ Thus the “high calling” is not for easy going, indulgent 
Christians. A price must be paid ! Paul knew well the price: a 
total renunciation of the things of the world. Hear his words: 

“Howbeit, what things were gain to me, these have I 
counted loss for Christ . Yea verily, and 1 count all things 
loss for the excellency of the knowledge of Christ Jesus 
my Lord: for Whom I suffered the loss of all things and 
do count them but refuse, that / may gain Christ. . .that 
I may know Him and the power of His resurrection, and 
the fellowship of His suffering, becoming conformed unto 
His death; if by any means I may attain unto the res¬ 
urrection from (out from among) the dead.” 

Philippians 3:7-11 

Paul is referring to the “first resurrection” of those who will “reign 
with Him” (Rev. 20:6). 

The word “high” also means ‘elevated in rank, condition or 
office. ’ Those who attain unto the high calling are to receive posi¬ 
tions of authority and rank far above those who enter the earthly 
kingdom. As a matter of fact they are to rule over the earthly 
kingdom. 

“Blessed and holy is he that has part in the first res- 
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urrection: on such the second death has no power; but 
they shall be priests of God and of Christ, and shall reisn 
with Him a thousand years. ” 

Revelation 20:6 

Of the Apostles, Jesus said, “Ye shall sit on twelve thrones 
judging the twelve tribes of Israel” (Matt. 19:28). According 
to Revelation 5:10, those to be made priests and kings shall reign 
on (over) the earth. Paul says in I Corinthians 6:2-3, “Do ye not 
know that the saints shall judge the world ? Know ye not that 
we shall judge angels?” Thus those of the “high calling” are 
elevated even above angels! 

The calling is not only high, it is also holy (II Tim. 1:9). “Fol¬ 
low peace with all men, and holiness, without which no man 
shall see the Lord” (Heb. 12:14). Holiness means separation in 
spirit from the things of the world. The Israelites, delivered from 
Egypt and on their way to Canaan, typify the Christians of this age 
who have been delivered from the pollutions of this world and are 
on their way to the Heavenly Kingdom. Numerous and detailed 
laws did God give the Israelites to teach them holiness (separation) 
from that which defiles and makes “unclean.” Most of these laws 
are found in Leviticus, where repeatedly did God say, “Ye shall be 
holy, for I am holy” (Lev. 11:44, and etc.). “I am the Lord 
your God, which have separated you from other people” (Lev. 
20:24). All these things happened unto them for examples (types); 
and they are written for our admonition (I Cor. 10:11). 

“Wherefore, come out from among them, and be ye 
separate, saith the Lord, and touch not the unclean thing, 
and I WILL RECEIVE YOU. ” 

II Corinthians 6:17 

“But as He which has called you is holy, so be ye holy 
in all manner of conversation; because it is written, Be 
ye holy, for I am holy. ” 

I Peter 1:15 

The church, which is to become the bride of Christ is to be 
presented to Him a glorious church, not having spot or wrinkle or 
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any such thing; “but that it should be holy and without blemish ” 
(Eph. 5:27). Certainly most Christians have not yet attained to 
this kind ofholiness! 

The calling is also a “ heavenly ” calling. “Wherefore, holy 
brethren, partakers of the heavenly calling” (Heb. 3:1). The 
PRIZE of the high calling is Heaven itself; or we might say the 
“Heavenly Kingdom” or realm which is being prepared for those 
who love Him with all of their hearts and souls, and who are being 
perfected into His likeness. Since “flesh and blood cannot in¬ 
herit the kingdom of God” (I Cor. 15:20), it becomes evident 
that those who enter therein are to be clothed with bodies com¬ 
mensurate with the Heavenly realm. Paul says, 

“For our citizenship is in heaven; whence also we wait 
for a Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ: Who shall fashion 
anew the body of our humiliation, that it may be con¬ 
formed to the body of His Glory . ” 

Philippians 3:20-21 

We read in I Corinthians 15:40 that there are celestial (heav¬ 
enly) bodies, and bodies terrestrial (earthly), and that the two dif¬ 
fer in glory. Paul also uses the terms “natural” bodies and “spiri¬ 
tual” bodies (I Cor. 15:44-48). “Natural” bodies are for the earth, 
and “spiritual” bodies are for the heavens. The New Testament 
repeatedly speaks of this entrance into the Heavenly realm as be¬ 
ing “glorified,” or entering into “glory.” “If so be that we suffer 
with Him, that we may be glorified with Him” (Rom. 8:17). 
This, of course, indicates an adornment and beautification far sur¬ 
passing that of the earthly glory. It is that “glory” with which 
Christ Himself was adorned after the resurrection and transfor¬ 
mation of His earthly body. “Ought not Christ to have suffered 
these things, and to enter into His glory ?” (Lk. 24:26). Those 
who are to be glorified with Him are to become like Him. 

“Beloved, now are we the sons of God, and it is not yet 
manifest what we shall be. We know that, when He shall 
be manifested, we shall be like Him . for we shall see 
Him as He is. ” 

1 John 3:2 
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Surely, it staggers our imagination to realize just how high, holy 
and heavenly this calling is! 

Though this prize is something to be attained to, we must not 
harbor the idea that it is something achieved through our own ef¬ 
fort or merit alone. It is “Christ in you, the hope of glory ” (Col. 
1:27). It is the power of His Spirit dwelling within that enables 
one to overcome the world, even as He overcame the world and 
entered into glory. HE now lives to make intercession for us (Rom. 
8:26-27). Only those who have allowed the Lord, by His Spirit, to 
do a perfect (complete) work in them (Phil. 1:6) can hope to be 
“joint heirs with Christ” (Rom. 8:17) in His own (heavenly) 
realm. How many have been lulled into the lethargy and slumber 
of the “foolish virgins” because the Word was not “rightly divided” 
to them; and they thought all there was to do was to believe, be 
baptized, and live a fairly respectable life, and a mansion in Heaven 
was awaiting them. 

“For many are called hut few are chosen ” (Matt. 22:14). 
I used to think that this meant only a few would be saved and the 
rest eternally lost. I now realize that many saved ones are called 
to “His kingdom and glory, ” (I Thess. 2:12) but few give dili¬ 
gence to “...make their calling and election sure. .. ” (II Pet. 
1:10). Shall we not “rightly divide” the Word of truth? We need 
to live in the joy and assurance of our salvation, but we also need to 
press on toward the “prize of the high calling.” 

“Wherefore He saith, Awake thou that steepest, and 
arise from the dead, and Christ shall give thee light. ” 

Ephesians 5:14 
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the Era of the Manifested Sons 

J ohn the Baptist said of Jesus, “He must increase, but I must 
decrease” (Jn. 3:30). The ministry of John was that of “Pre¬ 
paring the way of the Lord” and “making His paths straight” (Matt. 
3:3). When Jesus' ministry began, John's ministry gradually de¬ 
creased until it ceased. Of Jesus, John said, “And I knew him 
not: but that he should be made manifest to Israel... ” (Jn. 1:31). 
After Jesus had performed His first miracle at Cana we read: 

“This beginning of miracles did Jesus in Cana of Ga¬ 
lilee, and manifested forth His glory and His disciples 
believed on Him.” 

John 2:11 

John's ministry prepared the way for the manifestation of Jesus. 
Once the manifestation had begun, John's ministry receded into 
the background and Jesus' ministry came forth. 

A similar pattern is being fulfilled in that which God is doing 
today. We have seen those that the Lord has raised up as a John 
the Baptist ministry to “prepare the way of the Lord.” NOW 
instead of the manifestation of THE SON, there is to be the mani¬ 
festation of the sons as per Romans 8:19, “For the earnest ex¬ 
pectation of the creature waiteth for the manifestation of the 
sons of God. ” The word “manifestation” here is from the Greek 
apokalupsis which means to ‘uncover,’ ‘unveil,’ or ‘reveal.’ The 
Scripture does not say that all creation is waiting for the glorified 
Christ to be revealed from heaven. By this we do not mean to 
imply that such will not take place; it certainly will. But FIRST 
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there must be an unveiling or manifestation of the end-time “sons 
of God” who are going to go forth in a ministry of deliverance to a 
creation that is groaning and travailing in pain (Rom. 8:22). These 
sons will have entered into immortality in human flesh even as 
Jesus when He walked upon the earth. Read carefully the follow¬ 
ing four messages: “He must Increase,” “More on the Manchild,” 
“The Woman in the Wilderness,” and “The Manifested Sons.” Then 
will you understand more of that which is coming. 
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HE MlWT INCREASE 


T 'his is the hour when the Lord shall begin to manifest those 
who are chosen to come forth as the fully matured sons of 
God. For even now the era of the manifested sons is beginning to 
dawn. Let us consider the pattern laid down in God’s Word. When 
God was ready to manifest forth the glory of Jesus the Nazarene, 
He sent before Him the preparatory ministry of John the Baptist. 
John was to prepare the hearts of the people for that which was to 
follow, even the coming forth of the Son of man in the power of the 
Father. Even so is God now preparing the hearts of the people 
through a John the Baptist ministry that He may bring forth His 
sons in this hour. 

Consider further that which the Lord patterned through the 
ministry of John the Baptist. Was he not called to do a certain 
work, and then was he not to recede into the background, even as 
he spoke to those who came and questioned him concerning the 
Messiah, “He must increase but 1 must decrease” (Jn. 3:30)1 
The John the Baptist era is to decrease that the era of the mani¬ 
fested sons might come forth. That which is beginning to come 
forth will be so different than that which has been expected, even 
by those closely associated with the John the Baptist ministry of 
preparation, that there shall be an offense and a stumbling by many. 
For they will question in their hearts and say, “Surely it could not be 
thus, for I was sure it would be this way.” And they shall stumble 
in that hour even as John the Baptist was offended at that which 
did not conform to his previously conceived ideas. He was not 
able to be released from his prison condition because he stumbled

in that hour. So shall many in this hour find themselves in circum¬ 
stances which will make it very difficult for them to believe in that 
which the Lord is bringing forth. For they shall say in their hearts, 
“Surely it would not be thus with me if this which I am beholding is 
true.” And, stumbling at that which does not line up with what they 
think it should be, they will not be able to press on into that which is 
coming forth. 

Therefore take heed that your hearts are open in this hour to 
receive that which the Lord is doing. For the hour when God shall 
manifest forth His sons is at hand. There shall come forth those 
like Jesus who will no longer be subject unto death but who will 
have entered into immortality in human flesh. They shall declare 
God’s word in this hour and shall make known His Will and pur¬ 
pose through them. Therefore hear the word of the Lord in this 
hour and prepare your hearts, for God has determined to bring 
forth and none shall hinder that which He has purposed. 
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the Woman in the Wilderness 

\ time of great tribulation is coming and the Lord is preparing a 
XApeople who will minister unto Him during that time. They will 
be used mightily in that day when the foundations of the earth do 
quake and when the foundations of human society are breaking in 
pieces. It will be a fearful day, and the hearts of men shall fail as 
they see the things that are coming. But the Lord will be for a 
sanctuary and for a covering to those who put their trust in Him 
(Isa. 8:13-14), and He will shield them from all harm and provide 
for their needs in that day. 

We read in Revelation 12 concerning the woman in the wil¬ 
derness. The woman represents that glorious church which He is 
preparing and which will minister the Word of life in power during 
the Tribulation. The wrath of Satan shall be against her and the 
remnant of her seed, which is left on the earth (Rev. 12:15-17). 
She gave birth previously, and that which was bom was caught up 
to the Throne and glorified (Rev. 12:5), all except a remnant of her 
seed which was left on the earth to do a mighty work (Rev. 12:17). 

What is the difference between the woman and the man-child 
which comes forth from her bosom? The manchild comes forth as 
the seed of the woman, and the Lord will use this manchild to 
bruise the head of the seipent. For the pattern is true and must be 
fulfilled. The first fulfillment was when the “woman” (Israel) gave 
birth to the Man, Christ Jesus. Is it not written “. .. Thou art my 
son; this day have I begotten thee” (Ps. 2:7)7 And from whom 
was He begotten? And when was the day of His Birth? Was it 
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not when He came forth from the womb of the virgin Mary? She 
gave birth to the Son of Man, and He was later glorified as the Son 
of God. And when was the day of His begettal unto glorified life? 
Was it not when He came forth from the grave? Was not that the 
day of His birth unto the glories of the heavenly (Acts 13:33)1 So 
consider the fulfillment of the pattern even in this end time. The 
Lord w'ill bring forth from the womb of His glorious church those 
like unto the Son of man, and also bring forth those like unto the 
glorified Son of God. First will come forth that which is like the 
Son of man - as a company of His chosen ones enter into immor¬ 
tality in human flesh. This shall be the first fulfillment of the seed 
of the woman. And then will come the second fulfillment in this 
end time when He will cause a man-child company to be caught up 
into the heavenlies. This will be their begettal into glorified life, 
even that life which will fulfill the pattern of the Son of God when 
He was raised and glorified. 

The woman shall be made ready, and she will minister in power 
in the days of Tribulation. Does it not say that the Lord will give 
her wings of an eagle to carry her to safety during the time that the 
serpent seeks to destroy her (Rev. 12:14)1 In that day there will 
be great danger from Satan-inspired hordes of people who will be 
whipped to a frenzy by the hate-inspired apostles of the enemy. 
They will pour out their venom of hatred upon those who are warning 
of the coming wrath, and those who are preaching a message of 
repentance in that day. The life of God’s people will be in constant 
danger from those who want to si lence the preachers of righteous¬ 
ness. Therefore God’s people will be sensitive to hear His voice 
that He may protect them and lead them to places of safety. For at 
times. Fie will awaken them in the night and tell them to move to 
another location because of the danger that encompasses them. 
The angels will be present to direct them where to go, and the 
glorified ones will appear to them and instruct them as to what they 
are to do. It will be a fearful time as chaos reigns in the earth, and 
as the hate-inspired forces of the enemy seek to destroy those 
who would warn them and turn them from their evil ways. 

Those who have entered into immortality in human flesh, even 
the seed of the woman, will have greater contact with the unseen 
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world. They will receive constant guidance and protection from 
the world beyond, and they will be able to speak the word of the 
Lord to all who are in need of direction. The immortal ones on 
earth and the Glorified ones in the heavens will be in constant 
communication with one another. They shall provide help and guid¬ 
ance to the woman as she ministers in that day. 

Now, let us consider the way in which the church will meet in 
that day. They will meet in small groups in the places that the Lord 
will show them. Many times they will have to meet in secret be¬ 
cause the authorities will be clamping down on all that they con¬ 
sider fanaticism. So great will be the boldness of God’s servants in 
that day, and so astounding will be their message and their works, 
that the authorities will take action to try to stop the meetings. 

Because of the great danger from both the hysterical mobs 
and the frightened authorities, much pressure will be put on all 
those who tend to deviate from accepted patterns of behavior and 
from approved procedures of religious activity. Even the religious 
world will seek to set up standards in that day of what is accept¬ 
able and what is not acceptable to the welfare of the nation in the 
times of extreme crises. Those who dare to not conform will be 
considered as fanatics and harmful deviates and will be perse¬ 
cuted by those who pose to be the religious voice of the land. His 
true servants will be buffeted from all sides as the people who are 
crazed by fear seek every means available to silence them. The 
people as a whole will refuse to listen to those who would call them 
to repentance and warn them of impending judgment in that day. 

Danger will also come from natural disasters and from man- 
caused eruptions in that day. Disasters shall strike suddenly in 
many places, and battles will rage furiously. Were not the Lord’s 
people warned, they would surely perish. He will give warning to 
all who are in danger that they may flee to places of safety, so that 
the forces of destruction do not harm them. They shall be told 
where to go to escape. 

From whence shall come the warnings? The Lord will warn 
by vision and by appearance of His glorified ones who will be on 
constant duty in that day. They will be empowered to bear people 
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up if need be and transport them to places of safety, and at times 
they will be clothed and fed by supernatural means as they are 
obedient to His voice and follow the instructions that are given 
unto them. Even now all things are being made ready that nothing 
will be amiss when the great time of Tribulation comes upon the 
earth.

T 'he Lord will divide and conquer and take that which He has 
prepared and deploy it to His advantage, in order to defeat the 
enemy and gain a great victory. He will use His forces in a way 
that will bring the enemy into subjection and destroy his works of 
death and destruction, sorrow and confusion - all the workings of 
chaos in the earth. This He will do by overcoming the primary 
effect of sin, even death, for in the clutches of death has the Devil 
held his victims since the beginning of sin. None has overcome 
save that One Who rose victoriously, even the Lord of Glory. The 
manchild which the Lord is preparing in the bosom of the woman 
shall come forth unto victorious life and no longer be subject unto 
death. As Jesus came forth from the bosom of the woman Israel, 
and was eventually caught up unto the throne of His God, so shall 
a company of overcomers be caught up unto God’s Throne and 
invested with power to overcome the enemy. Even as Jesus rose 
to die no more, so shall this manchild company enter into deathless 
life to begin the destruction of the enemy's works. 

Let us consider more about this manchild company. It is a 
mystery hid but now to be revealed. This manchild will be divided 
into two companies even as Elijah and Elisha were divided. One 
company will be caught up into the Heavenly realm to receive 
glorified life, and the other company will be left behind as was 
Elisha to enter into deathless life in the physical. This is a pattern 
in the Word; there shall be a dividing and deploying of God’s forces, 
to the end that He may destroy all the workings of the enemy. The 
first division will be that of the manchild from the woman. This wall 
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be a division between those who are in the glorious church but who 
will remain in mortal flesh, and those who are born out of that 
church into immortality. There shall be a further division in that 
which is bom, in that some shall be caught up to the Heavenly 
realm and some shall be left on earth. Some will be in glorified 
bodies and some will be in immortal physical bodies. Those who 
are left on earth to function in immortal physical bodies are re¬ 
ferred to in Revelation 12 as “the remanent (or remainder) of 
her seed” (Rev. 12:17). They are the ones who remain after the 
main body of the manchild is taken. They will be with the woman, 
or glorious church in the wilderness of Tribulation, but they shall be 
separate in that they will have entered into immortality in human 
flesh and will no longer be subject to death. They will be the 
manifest sons of that day even as Jesus was a manifested son in 
His day. 

Jesus portrayed in Himself the pattern for the end-time mani¬ 
fested sons by the two kinds of life which He lived. First, He 
entered into immortality in human flesh and wrought mighty signs 
and wonders, even the power of the One Who had received the 
fullness of the Father. So shall the manifested sons who are still on 
the earth wield the powers of their God in the coming day. Sec¬ 
ondly, Jesus entered into glorified life after He was raised from the 
dead. Even so will those of the manchild company, who are taken, 
enter into the powers of the glorified life and minister on the earth 
during the Tribulation as Jesus ministered for 40 days after His 
resurrection. Thus will the enemy’s grip begin to be broken when 
the manifested ones enter into the realm where death no longer 
has dominion over them, whether in the earthly or in the heavenly 
sphere. 

The woman represents the glorious church which will be func¬ 
tioning in divine power during the time of the Tribulation. She will 
have come into the fullness of spiritual ministry and witness, sym¬ 
bolized by her being clothed with the sun (Rev. 12:1). Also, with 
the moon under her feet, she has overcome the soulish realm of 
human desire and emotion. And, as she is crowned with a crown 
of twelve stars, so is she functioning in the fullness of new cov¬ 
enant power and authority. But she is still in the realm of limitation 
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because she has not yet been caught up to the Throne and invested 
with that power which comes only to those who are no longer 
subject to death. She has not yet overcome sufficiently to be in the 
realm of the manifested sons. For the manifested sons or manchild 
company have overcome to the extent that death has been abol¬ 
ished for them, and whether in the heavenly or earthly they are no 
longer subject to it’s powers, neither the limitations of its domain. 
They are functioning in a realm which is beyond that of ordinary 
mortals. 

Consider then what is required of us that we may be in the 
glorious church in that day and that we might be accounted worthy 
to be among those who will be filled with the fullness of their God 
in the days of Tribulation impending. It is a price that must be paid 
in total commitment unto the Lord, which is the sacrifice neces¬ 
sary for those who would become the manifested sons of that day. 
That day is coming shortly, and only those wTio have made a total 
commitment will have a part in the ministry which will bring libera¬ 
tion and salvation to multitudes in the days ahead. That is the glory 
which is awaiting those who are willing to pay the price in laying 
down their lives completely on the altar as a living sacrifice. They 
shall receive a glory which is beyond compare, and a joy in service 
which few are able to comprehend. 

Again, let us consider the mystery of Elijah and Elisha as a 
type of the manifested sons. The two are one, yet divided for the 
fulfillment of God’s purpose. First there shall be a division at the 
beginning of the Tribulation when the manchild or manifested sons 
will be divided into those like Elijah who will be taken, and those 
like Elisha who shall be left. And those who are left, like Elisha, 
will have a double portion of power, for they will no longer be 
subject unto death. This is shown by the fact that Elisha picked up 
the mantle of Elijah and crossed over Jordan on dry ground. As 
the Jordan river, which means ‘descender’, is a type of death, so 
the crossing of Jordan on dry ground is a type of the entering into 
deathless life, or immortality. Even so shall the Elisha group wield 
the powers of immortality as did Jesus when He was upon the 
earth. And as Elijah was taken out and caught up, so will a part of 
the manchild company be caught up into the heavenlies to wield 
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the powers of the glorified life during the time of Great Tribulation 
on the earth. As Elijah was divided asunder from Elisha by a 
chariot of fire, so does this picture the fiery Tribulation which will 
be encompassing the inhabitants of the earth at that time. But as 
Elisha saw Elijah go in the whirlwind, so will the whirlwind of God’s 
judgment be upon those who seek to destroy or harm the Elisha 
group who have been left behind to enter into the powers of the 
Immortal Life. And as Elisha did many more works than Elijah, so 
does this picture the mighty work which will be done by the mani¬ 
fested sons on the earth during the Tribulation days. Since Elijah 
was seen by Elisha as he went, so does this show that those who 
are taken, and who enter into the glorified life, will minister and be 
seen from time to time by those who are left on the earth. The 
body of overcomers will go forth to overcome all the works of the 
enemy in that day. 

Just as there was a division at the beginning of the Tribulation, 
so will there be a division at the close of the Tribulation. The 
Elijah-Elisha drama has a double fulfillment. Thus, at the close of 
the Tribulation, a great host will have been prepared to be taken 
into the heavenlies. They shall be translated into the heavenlies in 
that day when the Lord comes to gather His saints unto Himself. 
But there will be others who are not ready to be taken. Even so 
will they be left behind in that day to enter into immortality in hu¬ 
man flesh. And having entered into immortality, they will continue 
to live in physical bodies throughout the entire Millennium. At the 
close of the Millennium, they too will be taken into the Heavenly 
realms. 

By division God conquers, by separating that which is ready 
for one realm, from that which is ready for another realm. And by 
deployment of His forces in whatever place and realm that He 
chooses, He is able to overcome the works of the enemy and con¬ 
found Lne imaginations of the proud. 
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tiie Manifested Sons 


“For the earnest expectation of the creature waiteth 
for the manifestation of the sons of God. ” 

Romans 8:19 

W ho are these sons of God? They are those who have come 
into the fullness of that which God has purposed. Only those 
who have fulfilled the minimum requirements, pre-determined, shall 
be manifested as sons of God. That requires a complete separa¬ 
tion unto the Lord so that He may do a perfect work within each 
one. There can be no deviation from that path, and there can be no 
faltering from that which is made known to each one as to the 
purpose which He has for his or her life. There must be no stag¬ 
gering through unbelief, nor lack of complete yielding to His will. 
His perfection must be wrought out in each one. Just as Jesus was 
made perfect as the first manifested son, even so shall He perfect 
each one in that which He chooses for them. They must be willing 
to come into that which He has made known to them, and they 
must be willing to forsake all for Him. Then will they be perfected 
by His workings and be brought into the fullness of that which He 
has purposed. There is a manifestation of those who will be taken 
into the Heavenly Kingdom and glory, and there is a manifestation 
of those who will be left on the earth. Those who shall be mani¬ 
fested in the Heavenly realm must fulfill those requirements set 
down in God’s Word according to Revelation 14:1-5. They must 
be willing to forsake all that is of man and separate themselves 
wholly unto Him. The Lord will bring them forth only if they make 
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Him the one supreme object of their every interest and desire. 
They shall be brought forth in glory at the beginning of the Tribula¬ 
tion period and will be exalted to the Heavenly Kingdom. 

Those who are to be manifested on earth must also be willing 
to make Him the center of their lives, seeking only that which is 
pleasing in His sight, and being willing to forsake all for Him. They 
shall also be manifested at the beginning of the Tribulation, for 
immediately after the “firstfruits sheaf’ is taken, then shall those 
He has chosen enter into immortality in human flesh. They shall 
be sons of God as was Jesus when He walked upon the earth. 
This is from the perspective of Jesus' perfect humanity and not His 
Divinity. Whether to the heavenly or to the earthly glory, those 
manifested will enter into deathless life. No son is ready to be 
manifested until he is ready to put on immortality, for the two are 
the same. For those who are ready there shall come a time when 
it will be made known unto them what is required of each one. 
Though there are general requirements for all to be manifested, 
there are specific requirements for each one. The Lord will make 
known His plan and purpose for each one, and they must be willing 
to accept that which is shown them. Then will they proceed ac¬ 
cording to the instructions given them, making themselves com¬ 
pletely available for whatever the Lord chooses for their lives. 
They will have come to the place where everything of this world 
has been given up for the sake of that which He has purposed for 
them. Then He will begin to do through them that which only those 
who have fully overcome can do. They will be used of the Lord to 
speak forth His Word with wisdom and authority. There will be 
committed unto them a realm which is beyond that of ordinary 
mortals. They will walk in the strength of their God and shall know 
His will at all times. They will make known that which He requires 
of the inhabitants of this earth. From the time that they enter 
immortality until the close of the Tribulation they will proclaim the 
Word of the Lord in such a way that all will marvel at that which 
proceeds from their lips. 
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mi; Supreme Objects 
of God’s Grace 


T ^here are many who will not hear the Lord’s voice, nei¬ 
ther will they heed that which He is making known. But He is 
coming unto His people in this day in a way that has not been 
known before, and preparing those who will heed His Word for a 
great day that is at hand. But people turn more and more to their 
own ways. What has the Lord done that His people should not 
want to know Him and give heed to His ways? Why have not 
people realized His great love for them and the many blessings 
showered upon them? He has been very patient and merciful, and 
now we are witnessing the extremity to which God’s patience and 
mercy can go without intervention and judgment. We are also 
witnessing the full measure of this age of grace, when the Lord’s 
grace is being extended to the limit. And the day draws near and is 
even now pressing in on us when judgment shall intervene. God’s 
people have not been moved by His mercy and grace toward them, 
but they have hardened their hearts to walk in their own ways. For 
those who will truly seek Him in this time of human degeneracy, 
He will prepare a banquet heaped with wonderful things. He will 
cause them to enter into that which He has prepared and they shall 
be abundantly blessed by the riches of His grace extended to them. 
That which has been shunned by the many will be poured out upon 
the few who seek Him and they shall have abundance. But unto 
those that don’t seek Him, even that which they have will be taken 
from them. 
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The Lord is ready to do a work that most would not believe 
it were told them. He is ready to do a mighty work through a 
prepared people, and He is ready to bring this age of grace to a 
climatic close by pouring out His love and blessings and power 
upon those who are to be the supreme exhibits of His gracious 
mercy - those upon whom He is going to dote in this end time - 
that all men may know that He is truly abundant in grace and 
kindness upon those who will turn from their own ways and seek 
Him. All the world will see at the consummation of this time that 
He is a God that Keeps His word and fulfills all that He has de¬ 
clared. If you will seek Him with all of your heart, He will truly 
make Himself known unto you and bring you into those realms 
which have been reserved for that day. Much is being prepared 
for those who are to show forth that which is the consummation of 
His purpose for this time and this age. So awaken and get in on the 
great and glorious day which is just ahead. 
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Modern Idolatry 

M uch of Christendom today is like those of old who turned 
from their God unto idols. They are like Aaron who made a 
golden calf for the people because their hearts were set to do that 
which they desired. People in this day have also made themselves 
idols of gold and silver, even that which is the fruit of their desire. 
Many of God’s people have sought out those like Aaron, who have 
listened to their desires rather than hear His voice. Aaron repre¬ 
sents the religious leaders of today who have made idols for the 
people to worship. They have gone after that which satisfies the 
lust of the eye and the pride of life. They have erected that which 
is pleasing to fleshly pride in that they have made unto themselves 
vast systems and organizations which exalt the pride of man and 
give glory to the works of man's hands. God’s indignation has 
come up and He is about to bring judgment on the idolatrous sys¬ 
tems of man. Aaron has submitted to the desires of the people and 
has led them astray. But the Lord will cause Aaron and all hi s idols 
to cease. 

Aaron, Nadab and Abihu w'ere among those called up into the 
holy mount to behold God’s glory. Moses and the seventy elders 
were also present (Ex. 24:9-11). This pictures that which the 
Lord brought about at the beginning of this age when He poured 
out His Spirit and caused His chosen ones to behold Him, and to 
enter into the glories of His Presence and Power, and to eat of the 
good things of His Word and covenant. But then the desires of the 
flesh began to creep in, and the aspirations and pride of life began 
to ferment, and shortly there began a decline in the spiritual peak 
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of the recipients of God’s covenant at Pentecost. After a period of 
time idolatry began to take root in the hearts of the people, and 
they clamored for that which was more tangible. Likewise, men 
who aspired to be something in the eyes of the people began to 
come to the fore. The result was a gradual turning away from the 
pure word and doctrine of the Apostles and the forming of the 
creeds and doctrines of men. Following this, came the actual ful¬ 
fillment of the apostasy of Aaron when the idolatrous system of 
the Church-State combination was formed. This is that golden 
calf which was made by the priesthood to keep the people in bond¬ 
age to the spirit of Egypt and away from the truth. 

But the time came for judgment. Down from the mount came 
God’s servant Moses. His very absence accounted for the lapse 
of the people. For they said, “We know not what has become of 
him” (Ex. 32:1). Even so does this portray the time when Jesus 
was taken into the heavenly mountain to remain with the Father. It 
was after His ascension that the people lapsed into idolatry and it 
was during His absence that the forces of evil took over. But true 
to the pattern, the Lord shall return to judge His people. He is even 
now coming in Spirit to bring recompense to His adversaries and to 
call a people unto Himself. Even now is He raising up those who 
will wield the sword of judgment to bring division in the camp. F or 
without the ferment of division, that which is purposed cannot be 
accomplished. Therefore, into the religious camps will the Lord 
send those prepared to wield His sword of judgment. 

As Aaron pictures the religious idolatry of this day, so does 
God’s Word portray that which shall take place. The Levites are 
those who stood with Moses at the gate of the camp (Ex. 32:26). 
The Levites in this instance portray the end-time Body which shall 
separate from the idolatry of the people and stand with the Lord in 
the last day. They will be used mightily. 
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Moses My Servant is Dead 


T 'he hour has come for God’s people to realize that He is about 
to move in such a way that all that has been done in the past 
will seem insignificant in comparison. He is about to bring His 
people who have put their trust in Him and who are walking in His 
ways into a new realm, even into the “Land of Promise,” which 
was covenanted unto their forefathers, but who failed to enter in 
because of unbelief. He is about to bring to fulfillment all that He 
has had in readiness since the cry went forth from the Cross, “It is 
finished” (Jn. 19:30). If we will only open our hearts to the 
revelation of His Spirit, we could understand what this means. What 
is that cry? It is this: “Moses my servant is dead... ” (Josh. 1:2). 
Yes, Moses, that man of God’s choosing, who led the children of 
Israel throughout the wilderness journey, but was not allowed to 
enter into the Promised Land, is dead. And what does this mean to 
us? It means that a new era has dawned for God’s people. It 
means that the Moses era, which was the time of the wilderness, is 
past. Will we not let the Lord circumcise our hearts that we might 
understand? Do we grasp that which He is making known unto 
us? If we could only understand the magnitude of it, we could 
scarcely keep from shouting for joy. Do we not realize that even 
now He is prepared to bring us into the Promised Land of spiritual 
blessing and power? Do we not realize that the wilderness journey 
is over and the testings and trials of the last nineteen hundred years 
have passed for those who are ready to enter into that which He 
has prepared? Are we ready? Do we fully believe that even 
death is no more, and that God’s people shall enter into life forev- 
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ermore? Some will grasp the truth, and to them shall be made 
known the secrets which others do not know, and they shall fully 
possess all that the Lord has ready and available right now. For 
“Moses My servant is dead. ” 

Those who have been the leaders through the wilderness phase 
of the history of the church have had their day. They are in the 
dying systems of the Moses era. And those who have ears to hear 
will know that the Lord has raised up a Joshua leadership. And 
now, Joshua is taking over from Moses. For Moses is dead and 
can no longer lead God’s people. Even so are the churches of 
today dead. They are dead and soon to be buried in the wilderness 
of Tribulation impending. They cannot enter the Promised Land. 
But, the T^ord will have a people who will enter the Promised Land 
(of spiritual fullness). Shout, ye prisoners of hope! Shout, I say, 
for the waters of Jordan are being turned back and the Promised 
Land is just ahead. It is even now within our grasp. It is even now 
within our view. Lift up your eyes and behold. Behold the beauty 
of the Lord’s holiness, the glory of His Presence, the power of His 
Spirit, the life abundant in the realms of His grace, and the death¬ 
less victory which is even now pressing in on us for us to take hold 
of. So press on into that which is pressing in on us. 

Joshua prepared the people for three days before they crossed 
over. In the same manner the Lord is preparing a people to cross 
over in power. There were two periods of three days each. God 
appoints a day for a year in this end time (Ezek. 4:6). There will 
also be two periods of approximately three years each. We are 
drawing near unto the first period of about three years, after which 
the door to the true kingdom era will be opened and some of us will 
be ushered into a realm which is beyond what we can possibly 
imagine. Others will enter in after the second period of three years 
plus. And the total shall be approximately seven years after He 
first begins that which is even now pressing in upon us. So prepare 
your hearts, for the crossing over is “nigh at hand” and we shall 
soon know the fullness of that which has been waiting for us ever 
since the victory was gained on Calvary almost two thousand years 
ago. 
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The priests bore the Ark into the waters of Jordan ahead of 
the people. And the waters parted when the feet of the priests 
were placed therein. The Ark represents the very Son of God 
Who crossed over in power into the Promised Land after He had 
gotten the victory over death and the grave. For it was Fie that 
caused the ‘mighty descender’ called death to be rolled back even 
as the stone was rolled from the mouth of the tomb. He entered 
into the Promised Land of deathless victory where the fullness of 
inheritance and power were possessed. So shall the Lord do for 
His people. We read that the children of Israel followed the Ark 
approximately two thousand cubits behind (Josh. 3:4). And this is 
a picture of that which the Lord is preparing to do now. Almost 
two thousand years have passed according to God’s reckoning of 
time, and soon a host shall cross over Jordan on dry ground and be 
translated from the physical to the spiritual or Heavenly realm, and 
others shall cross over by entering into immortality in human flesh 
where death has no more power. So again I say shout, for “Moses 
My servant is dead” and the wilderness journey is past. Only the 
Promised Laird lies ahead. Already the new day has dawned for 
God’s people. The new day has not dawned for the world, for the 
world is yet in the bondage and travail of the wilderness of testing; 
but for those who have eyes to see, the Promised Land is near, and 
“Joshua” has been prepared to lead the people in. Therefore, pre¬ 
pare yourselves, for the day of complete victory is near. 
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Jhs Workings in the Inner Man 

T 'he Lord continues to work in us, and we cannot be joined 
unto Him until that work is completed. He works in ways that 
the human mind cannot fully comprehend, and which are under¬ 
stood only by revelation of the Spirit. Therefore, do not try to judge 
His workings with the natural mind, for they will seem like foolish¬ 
ness unto us. But seek rather to understand spiritual workings by 
revelation of the Spirit. God works to perfect the inner man that he 
may be prepared to walk and talk with the Lord in the realms that 
He has prepared. For none but those who are fully prepared will 
be received unto Him in the Heavenly Kingdom. Does a man 
begin a work and then not finish it? Does a man plan and then not 
accomplish and fulfill his plan? The Lord is not less intelligent than 
a man. Is it not written that the Lord will begin a work in us and 
will perfect it, even for that day of His appearing when all who are 
ready shall be received of Him into glory (Phil. 1:6)1 

We should not think that His work for us, in providing for our 
redemption and salvation from sin, is all that is required. This is 
only the beginning. After this has been received, there is that work 
which He must do within us to make us a fit vessel to receive all 
that which He has prepared for us. This does not mean that those 
who fail to let Him do a complete work in preparing them for the 
greater glory shall lose their salvation. Far from it, for once He has 
given He will not take away. But there are many realms in His 
Kingdom, and there are places for all who have been saved. Those 
who have not allowed Him to do a complete work within them 
shall have to accept a lesser place and a lesser glory. For there is

, ,ur example, between the earthly glory and the heav- 

6 tory. Those who have failed to progress will have to remain 
in the earthly realm until a minimum work is completed within them. 
Even so shall they then be prepared to be changed and elevated to 
a higher realm and a higher glory. And even in the Heavenly realm 
there are different degrees of glory depending on the complete¬ 
ness of the work done within and the progress made upon the path 
that leads to the full stature of the Heavenly Father. So, if you 
desire to enter into His glory and receive that which has been 
prepared for those who love Him, then let Him do a complete work 
within you that you may be found worthy in that day to enter into 
the glories of the Heavenly Kingdom. 

Those who have passed from this life through that portal called 
death are not all on the same level of glory. For even in that realm 
called ‘Paradise’ there are stages and degrees of progress and 
different levels of attainment. Even many in ‘Paradise’, who failed 
to let Flim do a complete work in them while they were on the 
earth, will have to come back to earth to finish out their course. 
For there is a prescribed course for every saved person who dwells 
on the earth, and if that course is not completed in the allotted time 
given to them, then they come back to earth in that which is called 
the resurrection of the body, and in a physical body that is no longer 
subject to death they will finish out that which He has determined 
for them. And then, and only then, shall they be raised up to that 
higher realm which is termed the heavenly. God is perfectly ca¬ 
pable of‘raising up’ a body from one realm into another realm. He 
is perfectly capable of taking that which is a physical body and 
transforming it into that which is a spiritual or glorified body. 

There are many who shall be greatly disappointed in that day 
of His appearing when they realize that they do not qualify for 
entrance into the Heavenly Kingdom. For they have not been 
sufficiently proven by the Lord and they have not let Him do a 
complete work in them. Therefore He will have to say unto them, 
“depart from Me” for He has not sufficiently known them in the 
innermost being, and has not sufficiently proven them, for them to 
be received of Him. Therefore they will need to depart into that 
realm which is prepared for them until they have sufficiently ‘worked 
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out' that salvation which has been given unto them, and where they 
will have the time and the willingness to let Him perfect their inner¬ 
most being so that they will then be prepared to inherit the greater 
glory. 

Now consider the ways and means of the Lord’s workings 
within us by His Spirit. He must continue to work with us until we 
reach that place of utter abandonment to His will, even to where 
the illusory things of this world have lost their allurement and where 
nothing in this life really matters except the fulfillment of His Di¬ 
vine purpose for us. And this takes much time with most, for truly 
the ‘god of this world has blinded the eyes’ even of God’s people 
into a totally wrong emphasis and involvement in the materialistic 
world of physical things. And thus through many hardships and 
disillusionments God must continually work with us until we come 
to the place where our one all-consuming desire is for the Lord and 
His purpose for us. Then He can begin to do a quick work within 
us as our pliable will and mind are yielded unto Him. Then quickly 
do we begin to leam His ways, and His Spirit is able to begin to 
impart within us all the fruits and graces necessary for a complete 
work. For as we yield, He is able to mold us as clay in the hands of 
the potter, and His Spirit hovers over us to continually take away 
that which is not harmonious to Him, and places within us that 
which will enable us to be perfected in His image. His workings 
are by His Spirit, but first He must have a vessel completely yielded 
and pliable in His hands. Then He is able to bring our thoughts, 
desires and innermost being into that which magnifies Him and 
manifests His perfect Will for us. 

When we come to this place of complete yielding, we will be 
amazed at how quickly He is able to transform our innermost being 
into the very image and fashion which He desires. And we will be 
amazed at how much we desire only the pure things of His Word 
and His Spirit, and how the things of this world will hold very little 
attraction for us. It is this utter abandonment to Him and utter 
indifference to worldly cares and concerns that enables Him to do 
a quick work in us. But how long it usually takes to bring us to this 
place. This is why most Christians make such little progress through 
many years. They are unwilling to see the delusiveness and utter

xiiusion of the things of this world, and having many idols in their 
hearts and many things which consume their time and attention, it 
is impossible for His Spirit to do the work in them that He pur¬ 
poses. So the Lord must continue to give them their hearts’ de¬ 
sires until they realize the utter folly of their ways, until they begin 
to get their spiritual eyes open to the glory and reality of His being 
and His great love and His great plan for them. Then, and only 
then, can He begin to work by His Spirit to transform their inner 
being into the beauty of His holiness. 

The Lord must bring us to utter disillusionment with the things 
of this world. He must bring us through one hardship after another 
that we might get our eyes on the right things. He must spend 
much time bringing us to a place of utter consecration to Him so 
that His work may be done in us. Not until we are willing to 
abandon the idols that hold us and count as nothing the things of 
this world, will He be able to do that which He has purposed, and 
work wdthin us that which is necessary for the full entering into His 
heavenly glory. 

Hear His Voice! Abandon your folly-in-evil which blinds your 
eyes to the beauty of His holiness and to the glory which is being 
prepared for you. Hear this admonition and let Him prepare you, 
so that you may be received of Him in that day.

His Wats m mi: Seas 

G od’s ways are in the seas. He will make the sea to roll and 
the waves shall ascend, and the cities shall be inundated by 
the mighty rolling of the sea in that day when He arises mightily to 
shake all things. For the sea shall make bare the coastlands and 
the inhabitants shall perish. For God’s ways are in the seas. Even 
so shall the Lord make known unto His people in that day when 
and where they are to flee. Be prepared to move wherever the 
Lord tells you, for if you will not hear His voice surely you will 
perish. The Lord will cause us to know the day and the hour in 
which we are to flee for safety, for He will protect those who look 
unto Him and depend upon Him in that day. We should be quiet 
before Him and wait upon Him, seeking His face daily that we 
may know Him and hear His voice in the day of trouble. His 
people will flee from the places that shall be destroyed even as Lot 
fled from the city of Sodom in the day of its destruction. God’s 
angels shall be on duty and His glorified ones shall be set in battle 
array to do service to those who are trusting in Him and looking 
unto Him for their deliverance. 

As God’s ways are in the seas so shall He use the seas to 
bring great destruction upon the inhabitants of the earth. For the 
seas will be lifted in the form of vapor, and the vapor will be con¬ 
gealed in the frosty, cold heights above, and then the Lord will rain 
hail on the inhabitants of the earth. Great hailstones will fall from 
the skies and bring great destruction upon man and beast and ev¬ 
ery living thing, for nothing will escape in that day. As the Lord 
brought great destruction upon the earth in Noah's day by opening 
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the windows of heaven and pouring out floods, even so were these 
floods gathered together to become the great oceans and seas of 
this day. So shall the Lord use the great waters that fell from the 
heavens, and will raise the waters and congeal them on high and 
rain great hailstones upon this earth. Is it not written that such 
watery vapors congealed on high will be mixed with fire and blood 
(Acts 2:19)1 In this manner, the Lord will rain fire on the earth as 
He rains hail; and blood and vapor will be mixed therein as He 
rains destruction upon this earth. The fire will be mixed with the 
hail and the fire will melt the ice as it falls, for great explosions will 
rock the earth and fire shall descend from heaven from that which 
man will put aloft and that which man will shoot into the air. For it 
is written that the beast shall cause fire to come down in the sight 
of all men (Rev. 13:13). Even so will fire mixed with hail fall on 
the earth, and judgment fall as the fiery blasts of man are mixed 
with the blast of the breath of Almighty God when He congeals the 
water and causes it to descend on the earth amidst the fiery blasts. 
So wall great vapors ascend from the earth as fire and hail and 
blood are mixed together. 

In that day the seas will reveal their hidden mysteries and that 
which has been hidden will be uncovered, for great shall be the 
eruptions of the earth as the earth convulses under the Mighty 
Hand of God and as she reels to and fro under the weight and 
fullness of man’s iniquity (Isa. 24:20). Great shall be the convuls¬ 
ing in that day and great shall be the cry of anguish as the sea and 
waves roll unto great destruction on the land and in the seas. The 
land and the seas will give up their dead, and the seas will spew out 
their dead upon the land and vomit the excretion from the midst 
thereof. The seas will reveal their mysteries, for great land masses 
will be uncovered and cities once buried will be unveiled, and that 
which the bosom of the seas held silent and mute for many ages 
will come forth as the earth gives birth in that day. Many things 
which heretofore have not been known shall be made known. 

Yes, God’s ways are in the seas. We also often experience 
the sea of adversity and testing. For the Lord has caused His seas 
to become very tempestuous about us that we might be tried and 
tested in this day. People are like those in a ship in the midst of the 
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sea, and He will cause the sea to roll about them. But is it not 
written that on one occasion the Son of man rested His head on a 
pillow asleep, as the boat containing the disciples rocked and rolled 
in the midst of the waters? And did not that One calm the seas and 
rebuke the waves (ML 4:36-41)1 Even so has God given us 
power to rebuke the tempestuous waves about us and speak the 
word of faith that whatever is causing the turmoil may flee from 
our presence, and to be calm in our souls. Study the incidents in 
God’s Word which tell of the waters and seas, and regard the 
patterns He has laid down concerning those times when the dis¬ 
ciples were upon the waters, for they will teach us that which the 
Lord wants us to know concerning the events of this end time; for 
therein are His mysteries revealed. Get into the Lord’s boat or ark 
of safety, for only therein shall you be safe in the end-time storm 
which shall envelop the whole earth. And where is God’s ark of 
safety? It is even in the One Who died for us and rose again, 
ascending on high for us. In Him and in His will for your life is 
there safety in these last days. So get into the boat and there will 
He protect you. 

Consider that the sea is composed of certain elements. One is 
water, and water is two parts hydrogen and one part oxygen. 
Hydrogen is a water gas and oxygen is a fire gas, and the two have 
been joined together to form what is called water. Likewise the 
Lord shall join together in this last day the water of our souls and 
the fire of His Spirit, and the two will bring forth that which He has 
planned for us. Out of water (soul) and fire (Spirit) will He perfect 
a people who will yield themselves to Him - even by the chemistry 
of His working in their midst. He will take that which is unman¬ 
ageable, even our souls, and will join it with the fire of His Spirit, 
and will cause it to flow at His behest and in the direction that He 
determines. All waters do flow unto Him, and He will cause the 
water of our souls to flow in the channel of His will and bring us 
into His purposes in this day. Through the chemistry that He will 
perfonn in our innermost being we shall be brought into that which 
is according to His perfect Will. 

God masterminds all of the elements that they may speak to us 
of spiritual things. All things have been patterned to portray His 
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eternal workings. For it is written that the earthly is according to 
the pattern of the heavenly (Heb. 8:5). Even so are all the ele¬ 
ments of the earth the shadow of heavenly and eternal truths. That 
which passes away has its counterpart in that which does not pass 
away. In this day He teaches us His ways through the elements 
that He has made, so we can understand the mysteries of the seas, 
and that which is hidden. And we can understand that which is 
hidden in our innermost being, even the mystery of our soul as 
revealed in the mystery of water. Much is being revealed in this 
day, and we are now just beginning to behold the Glory of God. 
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G ad’s ways are also in the mountains. As His ways are in the 
seas so also are His ways in the mountains. For it has been 
from the mountain tops that He has made known His Will and 
revealed His purposes. If we will study in the Word concerning 
those incidents which took place upon the mountains, we will find a 
pattern for that which the Lord brings to pass in our lives. Begin¬ 
ning with the mountains of Ararat upon which the ark of safety 
rested, unto the mount of Olives which shall be split in two by His 
coming (Zech. 14:4), we will find the Lord’s Pattern portrayed. 
So look to the mountains and leam some lessons. God is our salva¬ 
tion, and the One Who has redeemed us from the waters which 
would seek to overwhelm and destroy us. He saves us from the 
passions of our soul which surge within us as the waters of the 
sea. He has given us life by preserving us in the ark (Christ) which 
has found a resting place in the heavenlies. If we are fully resting 
in Him, He will bring us into His Heavenly Kingdom. Even as the 
ark rested on the mountains of Ararat, so does this show that He 
will lift His chosen ones above the watery tribulations of this life 
and cause them to inherit the heavenly places above. They will 
find rest from all the limitations of this earth, and they will inherit 
the realms prepared for them. 

The Lord required Abraham to go up to Mount Moriah and 
offer his son as a sacrifice. This is what the Lord also requires of 
those who would enter the Heavenly Kingdom. They must lay 
down everything upon the altar and present themselves as a living 
sacrifice. Even as Isaac was raised up from the altar, so will the 
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Lord have an Isaac company arise and give themselves completely 
unto Him as those who have been raised from the dead. They 
shall be perfected and inherit the fullness of the promise. Then 
consider that which God made known when He revealed Himself 
unto Israel from Mount Sinai. He spoke forth the Law. And the 
Lord requires that the Law be written in our hearts and minds, 
even upon the fleshly tables of our innermost being (Jer. 31:33; II 
Cor. 3:3; Heb. 5:10,10:16). For only as we yield ourselves unto 
Him in complete obedience can He do that inner work of conform¬ 
ing us unto His perfect righteousness. The Lord commanded the 
children of Israel to refrain from touching the holy mountain. So 
will He prohibit those who are not ready from breaking through 
into His Heavenly realm. Mount Sinai is a type of that Heavenly 
Kingdom which is being prepared for those that love Him. Moses 
alone proceeded into His Presence on the Mount. The congrega¬ 
tion of Israel, although they had received the spoken Law, had to 
remain at the foot of the mount. Even so does this portray the truth 
that those who have received the Law unto life and have been 
bom again by the spoken and living Word, but who have not been 
prepared by the Lord to be received into glory, will have to remain 
in that realm which is being prepared for them at the foot of the 
Heavenly Kingdom. But those who have fully yielded themselves 
unto Him will ascend into the mount of the Heavenly Kingdom and 
be joint heirs. As Moses was prepared to be the ruler of God’s 
people, so will those who enter the Heavenly Kingdom be used of 
Him to rule over the earth. 

The Lord brought His people into a land that was filled with 
hills and valleys, and set the stately and majestic Mount Hermon to 
the north as a watch over all the land. So does the Lord watch 
over us to give us that which we need and to send refreshing. 
From the lofty heights of Mount Hermon the dews descend upon 
the hills and valleys and the rains arc sent in their seasons. From 
the mountain height of the Heavenly realm the Lord also sends 
upon us the refreshing dew of His Spirit and the abundant down¬ 
pours of His empowering, as the rain in due season. Mount Hermon 
stands as a constant reminder of God’s care and concern for His 
people, for from Mount Hennon He sends that which brings life 
and refreshing to the land. The blessings and cursings upon the 
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people were spoken from Mount Ebal and Mount Gerizim. There 
is a mountain from which the Lord’s blessings descend, and there 
is a mountain from which His cursings descend. The mount of 
Blessing is that realm of the invisible hosts of light that are on 
constant duty and are surrounding God’s people at all times. From 
that realm there are myriads of ministering spirits which are ready 
to bring His people into the realms of Blessing if there is an obedi¬ 
ence to His Word. He has commanded blessing to flow from the 
angelic hosts upon those who fear Him and keep His command¬ 
ments. He has also allowed cursing to come from the other moun¬ 
tain or realm which is the invisible hosts of wickedness. When 
people are disobedient and when they care not for God’s ways but 
are bent on that which is detrimental to them, then He allows the 
hosts of wickedness to come upon them and lead them into ways 
which are hurtful, and from the mountain of Cursing come all kinds 
of spirits of deception, corruption and bondage. Surrounding us on 
every hand is Mount Ebal and Mount Gerizim, even the blessings 
and cursings of the invisible hosts of light and darkness. 

On the mount of Transfiguration Jesus drew unto Himself three 
disciples that He might manifest to them His glory, even that glory 
which shall be made known when He takes His own unto Himself 
in His Kingdom. Moses and Elijah appeared with Him talking of 
the things which would be accomplished by His sacrifice on the 
Cross. On this particular occasion, and in this setting, Moses rep¬ 
resents those who will participate in God’s Kingdom but shall not 
be among those who shall rule and reign with Him. For Moses 
struck the rock and brought forth that which was not in harmony 
with God’s Will. Even so does he represent those who have brought 
forth the passions and desires of the soul and flesh by failing to 
hear and give heed to God’s Word. They will not be allowed to 
inherit the fullness of the Kingdom, even as Moses was not al¬ 
lowed to go into the Promised Land. They will be partakers of that 
realm which shall be allotted to them and they will enter into life 
eternal, but they will not have the glorified life of those who rule 
and reign with Him. Elijah also appeared, speaking of the things of 
the Kingdom. He was taken in His day by being caught up in a 
whirlwind and removed from the earth. He represents those who 
will be taken by the Lord at the end of the age to inherit all that God 
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has prepared. They will be received unto the Lord in two distinct 
groups. First, the ‘firstfruit sheaf’ will be taken just before the 
period known as the Great Tribulation. They will be used of the 
Lord during the Tribulation to speak God’s Word unto those that 
remain, for they will have the power to appear unto those yet on 
the earth. They will be clothed upon with that glorified body which 
is eternal in the heavens, but also has the power to manifest in the 
physical realm. Following the Tribulation the main part of the Eli¬ 
jah group will be taken and glorified, even as were the Firstfruits. 
And so shall they ever be with their Lord. 

There were three disciples taken by Jesus to the mountain top. 
These three represent phases or groups within the kingdom. Pe¬ 
ter, James and John represent phases of God’s Kingdom which are 
little understood even by those who have perceived much. There¬ 
fore it is not within the wisdom and providence of God to reveal 
them at the present time. Remember that there are yet many 
mysteries to be made known. That which is revealed concerning 
the prophetic patterns in the lives of those He has chosen in no 
way exhausts those pattems-in-truth. Neither does the same per¬ 
son always portray the same phase of truth, for one chosen person 
can portray different prophetic patterns and different phases of 
kingdom truth, as the life of that person is seen in different settings 
and circumstances on different occasions. Therefore do not limit 
God, but let Him continue to unveil many facets of the truth in the 
prophetic patterns which have been woven into the lives of the 
chosen servants (Ps. 78:41). 

Now let us consider the mount upon which Jesus taught His 
disciples, and that which is revealed in what is commonly called 
the ‘Sermon on the Mount'. There were multitudes which came to 
hear that which Jesus spoke. And the disciples were taken aside 
and instructed in that which the multitudes were not ready to hear. 
The Lord is also calling unto Himself a people who will sit at His 
feet and hear His words - who will be instructed in the truths of 
His Kingdom and His righteousness. That which is revealed in the 
Sermon on the Mount is what the Lord requires of those who would 
enter His Heavenly Kingdom. “Ye shall he perfect as your Heav¬ 
enly Father is perfect” (Matt. 5:48). The Lord will do a per- 
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fecting work in those who are to be received by Him to His own 
realm. Except our righteousness exceeds the righteousness of the 
nominal Christian of today, we shall not enter the Heavenly King¬ 
dom. God’s Kingdom is not for babes and toddlers but for those 
who have been brought unto maturity. For His Kingdom is a ruling 
Kingdom, and only those qualified to take a responsibility in that 
Kingdom shall be admitted thereto. Others, though saved, will be 
barred until they have come into that minimum perfection which 
He requires. Study carefully the precepts of the Kingdom as re¬ 
vealed in the Sermon on the Mount, for therein is the pattern of 
righteousness which He requires. It is for those who are willing to 
be His disciples. Others will hear the words and know the outer 
husk thereof, but only those fully instructed into His Kingdom by 
His Spirit shall reap the benefits of this righteousness of the heart. 
Will you be among those He is drawing unto His Mount? And will 
you sit at His feet day by day and let Him teach you His ways? 

The final mount concerning which I would like to share is the 
Mount of Olives. The Mount of Olives speaks of the triumph of 
this age when all that has been accomplished previously comes to 
its full. For the Mount of Olives will be the place where the Lord’s 
feet shall touch when He descends to this earth accompanied by 
the hosts of the redeemed (Zech. 14:4). The earth shall quake at 
His Presence, and the mountains shall tremble, and the Mount of 
Olives shall be split in two. Even so does this portray the two fold 
manifestation of His kingdom - the earthly and the heavenly. The 
one will operate in the invisible realms above and the other in the 
visible realms on the earth. The one will take precedence over the 
other, for the Heavenly, which is God’s own Kingdom realm, shall 
rule over the earthly. Those in the earthly kingdom shall have the 
opportunity at a future time to enter the Heavenly Kingdom if they 
fulfill all that the Lord requires on earth. The earthly kingdom shall 
receive its direction from the Heavenly realms. Even so shall the 
Lord split the two in that day that they may each fulfill a portion of 
His plan. After having fulfilled His purpose, Fie will cause the two 
to merge into one at that time when His plan of the ages is com¬ 
plete and He moves to inaugurate a new order, at that time when 
there shall be a new heaven and a new earth (Rev. 21:1). Then 
will that which is visible be merged into that which is invisible, and 
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the two will become one realm for the matured and fully instructed 
sons of God to begin a new phase of His Plan. So arise, you 
aspiring sons of God and ascend unto the mountains that you may 
know what the Lord would speak unto you. 
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Mystery of the Soys of Israel 

L et us consider the mystery of the sons of Israel. Reuben was 
'the firstborn, hut because of his sin the birthright was taken 
away from him. Simeon was the second, but he failed to hear the 
Word of the Lord; therefore, it was not given to him. So it is 
through all of the sons until we come to Joseph. Joseph was one 
who feared the Lord and walked in His ways, therefore was the 
birthright given to him. This is to show us that the birthright is not 
reckoned according to lineal descent but according to spiritual worth. 
And it shows that God’s favor is upon those who fear Him and 
seek His face. Only those who look unto Him and trust in Him, 
making Him their guide and stay, will be given the double portion 
which is the inherent right of the firstborn. And what is this double 
portion? It is first an abundant entrance into the eternal Kingdom 
of God, and secondly it is an inheritance among those who will rule 
and reign as co-heirs of the Heavenly realm, sitting also in judg¬ 
ment over the angels who have been ministering spirits, and who 
will continue to minister to the inheritors. This is the double portion 
given unto the firstborn. However, the firstborn is not that of the 
physical, but that of the spiritual. It is that which is spoken of in 
Scripture as the ‘church of the firstborn' (Heb. 12:23). The first¬ 
born are those who will first enter into eternal life and then into the 
glories of the Heavenly Kingdom. For theirs will be a realm that is 
much higher than those who will dwell upon the earth. Those who 
will dwell on the earth have only one portion, eternal life. But 
those who will dwell in the upper realms of the Heavenly Kingdom 
and glory will be invested with the double portion of not only eter¬ 
nal life but also the Heavenly glory. They will also have the double 
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power of living in the Heavenly or manifesting on the earthly, for 
doubly blessed are they and double is their portion. 

Those who will live on earth in the coming Kingdom, even 
though they will not die, will not have attained to the realm of the 
firstborn church, and thus they will be limited to the earthly sphere. 
If they are diligent and seek the Lord with their whole hearts and 
obey His every word, then they too shall eventually come into the 
Heavenly Kingdom and inherit a double portion, though it will not 
be of the same glory as those who have preceded them. The 
Scripture says that the glory of the earthly is not the glory of the 
Heavenly, and that even in the Heavenly glory one star differs 
from another in glory and all are not equal (I Cor. 15:40-41). So 
will there be many realms even in the Heavenly, and one realm will 
be of greater glory than another. 

Now consider further that which is shown in the sons of Jacob- 
Israel. As Reuben was ‘unstable as water' (Gen. 49:4), so does 
this show the instability of those who first believe in the Lord but 
do not continue to ‘hear' His Word, which is the meaning of Simeon; 
and who do not ‘adhere 1 to Him, which is the meaning of Levi; and 
who do not show forth His ‘praise’, which is the meaning of Judah. 
Even so do they lose out and forfeit both the earthly and the Heav¬ 
enly inheritance. But those who will ‘hear' and ‘adhere’ to the 
Lord, even cleaving to their Lord and Savior, will come into pos¬ 
session of the birthright in its first phase which is eternal life. But 
this life is only of the earthly inheritance and does not provide for 
an entrance into the Heavenly realm. This is not reached until we 
come to Judah who was the father of the royal tribe and the father 
of the royal seed of David. God wishes to pour out His Spirit upon 
us that we might become a ‘praise’ in the earth. And if we will 
seek Him diligently and walk in His ways as did David His servant, 
then will He raise us up unto the Throne to rule and reign with 
Him. For just as Judah was the father of David, so is the Lord the 
Father and Keeper of all those who are making themselves ready 
to receive the crown of glory which shall be given in that day when 
He comes to reward all who have been faithful to Him (Rev. 22:12). 

As the scepter belonged to Judah and the birthright belonged 
to Joseph, so shall those God raises up unto Himself be invested 
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with both the double inheritance of Joseph and the ruling scepter of 
Judah. Joseph had a younger brother called Benjamin. Benjamin 
was born in the Promised Land. Even so does Benjamin picture 
the coming day or age when God’s people will enter into their 
birthright inheritance, whether that be of the earthly or of the heav¬ 
enly. Those who receive the double portion and enter into the 
heavenly, will, like the name ‘Benjamin' (‘son of my right hand’) 
implies, be seated at God’s Right Hand as sons of glory to rule and 
reign with Him. Now is the time to give ourselves diligently unto 
the Lord that He might make us rulers together with Him in His 
own realm. For many are called but few are chosen. Yes, many 
are called, but few give themselves diligently to make their calling 
and election sure (II Pet. 1:10). So give diligence if you would be 
among those to receive the double portion inheritance and also the 
scepter of rulership with Him. 

Joseph, the birthright holder, had two sons. These two sons 
represent the two types of inheritance of those who will be re¬ 
ceived of the Lord into His Kingdom. The first, Manasseh, repre¬ 
sents those who will enter the earthly inheritance, for Joseph said 
when Manasseh was bom, ‘God has caused me to forget my former 
trials’ (Gen. 41:51). Even so do those who receive eternal life 
forget their past sins and past life and look to their Lord Who for¬ 
gives all the past and causes them to receive the gift of eternal life. 
And then Ephraim, which means ‘double fruitfulness’, represents 
those who receive the additional benefit of the heavenly inherit¬ 
ance. For they have brought forth fruits, not just to receive eternal 
life, but that fruit of the Spirit necessary to qualify them to be the 
overcomers who will inherit the Heavenly Kingdom. If we will 
give ourselves wholly to the Lord, He will bring forth fruit in our 
lives unto the double portion of Ephraim, and we shall inherit His 
glory. Notice that Manasseh was the firstborn but Ephraim was 
placed ahead of Manasseh. So will those who enter the Heavenly 
Kingdom be placed ahead of those who enter the earthly. 
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
